The Book of Wisdom, 
which is sometimes 
called the Wisdom of 
Solomon or Wisdom 
was possibly 
composed in Egypt and 
dated around the mid- 
first century. The 
general theme of the 
book is “wisdom’ itself. 


It deals with wisdom in 
connection to 
humankind and 
wisdom in direct 
relation to God. It is 
one of the seven 
wisdom books in the 
Septuagint. Other such 
books are Job, Psalms, 
Proverbs, Ecclesiastes, 
Song of Solomon (Song 


of Songs), and 
Ecclesiasticus (Sirach). 


The Wisdom of 
Solomon is located in 
the apocryphal section 
of some Bible versions.
